Routed. 


Gen. Crespo, Their Leader, in Hiding 
on the Frontier. 


Revolutionists Still Hoping to Make 
Another Stand. 


Other Foreign Dispatches ing Says 
that He is a ‘‘Moral Monstrosity,” 
and This Will Be His 
Defense.

New April 8.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Cabling his paper under 
date of the]7th the Herald’s Caracas cor- 
respondent writes thus: ‘‘Advices have 
been received today from Lagetaya of 
another encounter by the Government 
and the insurgent forces under com- 
mand of Gen. Crespo. It is said to 
have resulted in the utter rout of 
the rebels. They are reported to 
have fied in all directions and 
to be so disorganized that it 
will be difficult for them to be collected 
again in large enough numbers to cause 
Palacio any further anxiety. Crespo is 
said to have fled on horseback for the 
frontier and to be now in hiding some- 
where in the mountains. His exact 
whereabouts are unknown. Govern- 
ment troops are reported to have occu- 
pied Gen. Crespo’s residence. The au- 
thorities are jubilant. 

“Advices received by revolutionists 
here state, however, that their cause is 
progressing most favorably. Arms and 
ammunition continue to be secretly 
brought into Venezuela from Curacoa 
and other islands off the coast. Cres- 
po’s forces are recruiting and it requires 
much time to hear from the yarious 
provinces as the news of the overwhelm- 
ing of the national legislature and of 
the judiciary is passed trom mouth to 
mouth.’’ 


MAGNATES CENSURED. 
Rallway Directors Disciplined by the 
House of Commons. 

Lonpon, April 7.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| In the House of Com- 
mons today Messrs. Buckley, Hawkins 
and McClure, the last-named being a 
member of house for the northeast 
division of Lancashire, all of whom 
are directors of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway,; speared at the bar of 
the house to’ answer a summons 
charging them with censuring one 
of the railway employés who had 


testified before a parliamentary 
commission, inquiring into the hours 
of labor imposed upon railway 


servants, in such manner as served to 
intimidate them and other railway em- 
ployés from testifying freely and fully 
in the matter the commission is inquir- 
ing into. The commission made a 
special report of the facts in this case 
and the above-named were summoned 
to appear before the House to explain 
their action. They all concurred in 
their regret for their language in cen- 
suring Hood, the employé referred to, 
and declared that their offense was 


‘| unintentional. 


After a great deal of discussion Mr. 
Howell declared, amid cheers and shouts 
of derision, thatthe directors ought to 
be sent to prison. A proposal to ad- 
journ was defeated by a vote of 221 to 
186, and the debate proceeded. 

Balfour then moved that a motion 
made by Sir Michael Hicks-Beach that 
the Speaker admonish the railway di- 


} rectors for their breach of privilege, be 


put. Balfour’s motion was received 
with loud shouts of ‘‘Aye,’’ which were 
responded to by defiant Radical cries of 
**No.”’ 

Dr. Tanner exclaimed, ‘‘No humbug,”’ 
and was rebuked by the Speaker. 

The uproar subsiding, Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach’s motion was carried by a 
vote of 8349 to 70. 

The directors were then called to the 
bar of the House and the Speaker read 
the resolution, adding that the House 
had taken a lenient view of their con- 
duct in accepting the apology they of- 
fered, and that the privilege of the 
House was no unreal, shadowy or un- 
substantial thing. 


MURDERER DEEMING,. 


He is a “Moral Monstrosity’’—Story of a 
Woman Whom He Courted. 

Mexsourne, April 7.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| Although the jury 
returned a verdict of wilful murder 
against Deeming, he has not altered 
his demeanor, and is as jocular and in- 
solent as ever at times. Every day 
additional evidence is received, showing 
that the man is entirely devoid of con- 
science, although his bravery is ques- 
tioned as his victims were all women 
and children. 

During the inquest yesterday the cor- 
oner read a note signed ‘‘Lily.”’ 
The writer said that the coroner must 
treat Deeming with greater impartial- 
ity. If he did not get justice the writer 
would take the coroner’s life in open 
court. The letter is supposed to have 
been written by a crank or fora hoax. 

Despite his semblance of ease, Deem- 
ing of abstraction is visibly 
haggard. He has lost flesh and his fea- 
tures are becoming pointed. The jail- 
ers keep a close watch upon him all the 
time, for it is believed he will kill him- 
self if he gets achance. He has stu- 
diously paidno attention to the evi- 
dence, except at times when he laughed 
at certain statements that were made. 

The newspaper reporters were busily 
preparing verbatim reports of the pro- 
ceedings and the reporter of the Asso- 
ciated Press, who was present with the 
correspondents of other press associa- 
tions, prepared his cable messages in 
the courtroom. Afteratime Deeming 
noticed the messengers of. the cable 
company passing and repassing and 
asked: ‘‘What have people abroad got 
to do with a murder committed here?”’ 

When Miss Rounzeville, his Sydney 
fiancée, went to the table to sign her 
testimony Deeming called to her, say- 
ing: ‘‘Katie, come to me.’’ Miss 
Rounzeville paid not the slightest at- 
tention to him.

line of defense which will probably be 
adopted at the trial is that Deeming’s 
nature received a malignant impress 
prior to his birth which has marked all 
his actions during his life and has left 
him mentally incapable of overcoming 
homicidal impulses, with which he has 
been affected; in fact, that he was what 
the prisoner. himself described as a 
‘‘moral monstrosity.”’ 

After the coroner’s jury found Deem- 
ing guilt 'y of murdering his wife his trial 
was fixed for April 26. 

Lonvon, April 7.—The Globe today 
Says that a dressmaker living at the 
East End of London has recognized a 
portrait of Deeming as that of a man 
who courted her under the name of 
Lawson in August, 1888. She says 
they were walking together on the 
night of September 17, and parted from 
each other at 11 o'clock. On the fol- 
lowing morning the shockingly muti- 
lated bodies of the women Stride and 
Eddowes were found in the Whitechapel 
district. The next day the dressmaker 
and Lawson had a conversation about 
the murders and the latter inadver- 
tently said: ‘‘Look atthetime! I could 
not have committed the murders.’’ He 
immediately disappeared and she has 
nqgt seen him since. 


Ship Sank—Two Lives Lost. 

April 7.—The British ship 
Erato, Capt. Jones, from Iquique, cap- 
sized today and sank at Hamburg, at 
which port she arrived March 12. 

A later dispatch from Hamburg 
states that the report that fifteen per- 
sons lost their lives by the sinking of 
the Erato was erroneous. Everybody 
who was aboard the steamer at the 
time she capsized has been accounted 
for, with the exception of two laborers: 
Whether they were drowned or not is 
not known. 


Minister Phelps's Treaty Making. 

Beauty, April 7.—Minister Phelps is 
making good progress with the new ex- 
tradition treaty. The treaties now ex- 
isting were made many years ago with 
different governments of the then ex- 
isting ‘‘German Bunds,”’ containing 
many imperfections, which have led in 
several cases to injustice.

Loxpon, April 7,—Horatio Bottomley, 
Sir Henry Isaacs and Charles Dollman, 
charged with havingconspired together 
to cheat and defrand the Hansard Pab- 
lishing Company, which failed some 
time ago, out of upward of £30,000, 
have been committed for trial. Isaacs 
was formerly Lord Mayor of London.

Republicans Have Secured All Off- 
cers in the State . 


And a Substantial Majority on Leg- 
islative Joint Ballot. 


Other Political Happenings — Oregon's 
Delegates Favor Harrison—Kan- 
sas Democrats Will Support 
the Stuffed Prophet. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Provipence (R. L.,) April 7.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Complete returns 
from all parts of the State show a total 
vote on the State ticket of 54,746, an 
increase of about 10,000 over the lar- 
gest vote ever polled before. The two 
parties raked every city and town al- 
most bare of voters and got out an wn- 
expectedly Jand unprecedentedly full 
vote in actual numbers and in propor- 
tion to the possible vote. The final re- 
turns show a great Republican victory 
on the State ticket. 

The cities of Providence, Newport 
and Woonsocket went Democratic on 
the State ticket. Legislature returns 
show good Republican majority, in both 
branches already, with many vacancies 
yet to be filled. Most of these failures 
to elect are in Providence and Newport. 
In the former city only three of the 
thirteen members of the Legislature 
were chosen and in Newport only one 
of six. Other failures were scattered 
among small towns. 

Control of the Legislature by Repub- 
licans gives them their choice of candi- 
dates for Attorney-General and Gen- 
eral Treasurer, and secures beyond 
doubt the reélection of Nelson W. 
Aldrich to the United States Senate. 

The Republicans are feeling very 
jubilant, as they have secured evervy- 
thing to be desired, the Legislature and 
all their State ‘officers and a United 
States Senator, while the Democrats 
are crestfallen, having nothing to hope 
for from a second election, nepiae x! local 
influence and indorsement. 

The complete returns give Brown, 


(Rep.,) 196 majority over Ward- 
well, (Dem.) Gilbert, (Pro.) _ polled 
1590 votes and Burton, (People’s) 


1960. Melville Bull, (Rep,) is elected 
Lieutenant-Governor by 11,810 maior- 


and is reélected Secretary of State, 

There was no election for General 
Treasurer, Samuel Clark (Rep.) lacking 
147 of a majority. Robert W. Burbank 
(Rep.) lacks 306 of a majority for At- 
tornev-General. 

The total vote cast was 54,736. The 
Legislature has a Republican majority 
of 14 on joint ballot, not counting the 
Lieutenant-Governor, who votes in the 
Senate. The Senate stands, 23 Repub- 
licans and 10 Democrats. Three mem- 
bers are yet to be chosen. The House 
stands, 37 Republicans, 19 Democrats; 
16 members yet to be chosen. 


Oregon Republican Convention. 

PorRTLAND (Or.,) April 7.—The Repub- 
lican State Convention today nominated 
members of the State Board of Equali- 
zation as follows: First district, G. W. 
Dunn; Second, A. C. Woodcock; Third, 
Samuel Gibson; Fourth, J. P. 0. Lowns- 
dale; Fifth, G. 'W. Wingate; Sixth, W. 
Morfet; Seventh, J. L. Luckey. W. D. 
Hare, who was nominated presidential 
elector, declined; and D. M. Dunn of 
Portland was substituted. 

W. L. Boise was elected chairman of 
the State Central Committee. A tele- 
gram was sent to Gov.-elect Brown 
of Rhode Island, congratulating him on 
his election, and promising that Oregon 
would give a Republican victory June 6 
next. 

Delegates to the National Convention 
were not instucted, but have expressed 
preferences for renominating Harrison. 


Arizona Republicans. 

Puenix (Ariz.,) April 7.—The Repub- 
lican Territorial Convention assembled 
in this city this afternoon.

watched and warned, 85; sent to Or- 

hans’ Home, 6; sent to Newsboys’ 

ome, 4; sent to Foundlings’ Home, 8; 
sent to private homes, 5; minors taken 
from saloons. 20. 

The work of the Humane Society is 
largely preventive and educational; 
most of it also is never brought before 
the public, especially that among the 

children. The society is dependent 

ponthe public for its financial sup- 
Reet: and its vitality and usefulness are 
also dependent to a great degree upon a 
public opinion that supports its active 
officers in their efforts. 

Monthly reports will be given here- 
after that the humane work may be 
more widely known and the aims of the 
society better understood. |

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


What the Court Says About River- 
side’s Motor Road. 


No Lease Has Yet Been Made of the Prop. 
erty—Southern Pacific Official 
Cast—General and 
Local Notes. 


Conflicting rumors concerning the 
destiny of the Southern California 
Motor Road have been rife lately and 
appear to be used for various effects in 
Riverside and San Bernardino, the ter- 
minal points of the little line. To set- 
tle the question whether or not the 
motor road has been leased to the 
Southern Pacific, as is being claimed by 
certain persons, a Times reporter yes- 
terday sought some information of Judge 
Ross, of the United States District 
Court, from whom Receiver I. N. Polk 
derives his authority. 

‘The motor road has not been leased 
by the, Southern Pacific or any other 
corporation or individual,’ said Judge 
Ross. ‘Such an action cannot be taken 
without an order from this court. 
There is, however, nothing to prevent 
any corporation or individual from ac- 
quiring the stock and bonds of the road 
from the holders of the securities.”’ 

“But such a transfer would not now 
change the control of the road, would 
it?’’? was asked. 

“The control of the road could not 
change until it is taken out of the hands 
of the receiver, who is an agent of the 
court. This cannot be done before the 


time set for hearing the suit in fore-+ 


closure, May 16.” 


This from Judge Ross effectually set- C 


tles the matter as far as it relates to 
the present situation. What will be- 
come of the property upon its sale under 
foreclosure some time subsequent to 
May 16 next is not so easily deter- 
mined.

It is encour- 
aging toknowthat the little blue in- 
sects have begun to propagate and mul- 
tiply, and that they have made a begin- 
ning of the good work. If they only 
prove as efficacious with the red scale 
as the vedalia proved withthe white, 
the worst remaining pest of the Cali- 
fornia orange and lemon orchards will 
soon be a thing of the past.

or chaise, with a nightmare of a har- 
ness on the horse and a ‘‘Wilkins’’ in 
the last stages of rigidity on the driv- 
er’s seat with a big buckle on the side 
of his plug hat? Let some psychologist 
who is gifted in reading the »thoughts 
and ambitions of people and sounding 
the depths of cheir motives tell us the 
difference. One is a vulgar display as 
much @ the other. One originates ina 
desire toattract the attention of the 
‘common horde” as mich as the other. 


' One is revolting to people of quiet hab- | 


its and discriminating tastes as much as 
the other. 

But, beyond this, there is a differ- 
ence. The first is an exhibition of 
“shoddy” by people who are just fairly 
out of the clutches of slavery—whose 
ancestors have not enjoyed the benefit 
of centuries of good breeding and edu-

IN A DYING CONDITION. 


The Murderer of Marshal 
Likely to Hang. 
{San Diegan.| 

Notwithstanding the decision of the 
Supreme Court of the State of Califor- 
nia the opinion is freely expressed at 
the county jail that Murray, the mur- 
derer of Marshal Charles Wilson, will 
not be hanged. 

The opinion of the Supreme Court was 
the opinion of blindfolded justice. 

The opinion expressed at the county 
jail is an opinion from those who daily 
see Murray. 

At the jail they say Murray will not 
be hanged because he could rot live 
long enough to be taken toa scaffold. 
He would die on the way if he started 
toward the death-trap today. 

Murray is more than half dead now, 
and asa matter of fact his attendants 
have up to this time refused to inform 
him of the court's decision, for fearthat 
while they were telling it he would die 
before their eyes. Unless the informa- 
tion reaches him accidentally he will 
not be informed of the decision until it 
is received in official form and it be- 
comes an Official duty to inform him. 

During the past few weeks Murray 
has been, steadily growing worse. 
About a year ago he lost the use of his 
legs and the entire lower half of his 
body, but now his knees are drawn up 
to his breast and the cords are set. 
His feet are swollen out of shape. On 
each kneeis a bed-sore the size of the 
palm of one’s hand. On his backis a 
festering ulcer which could not be cov- 
ered by. two outspread hands, and 
which discloses fully twoinch.s of ex- 
posed backbone.

The Tombig- 
bee River is three “eet higher than 
ever known before an@ is still rising at 
the rate of half a foot’an hour. The 
river rose very rapidly without warn- 
ing. Several negroés were drowned 
before they could be rescued. 

“The city has been sending ‘out relief 
boats all day and hundreds have been 
brought here who otherwise would have 
been drowned. A gtggt number of 
horses, cows and other stock have been 
lost. 

“A negro woman, child and a negro 
man have just been drowned at the 
wharf here by the upsetting of a skiff 
which was within fifty feet of land, and 
a large-ccrowd witnessed the drowning 
but were unable to render any aid. 
The bodies have not been recovered. 

‘‘Hundreds of destitute persons in the 
city are being fed and’ sheltered by the 
authorities. Business is entirely sus- 
pended. The loss to this section will 
reach into the millions.”’ 


THE ARKANSAS CYCLONE, 


Further Accounts of Death and Disaster 
in Ite Wake, 

LittLe Rock (Ark.,) April 7.—[By 
Associated Press.]| Acyclone struck the 
northwestern portion of Faulkner 
county Tuesday night. The storm swept 
the country for several miles. The 
house of John Hale, nea¥ Quilman, was 
blown to pieces.

ABOUT SETTLED. 


Bering Sea Negotiations Thought to 
be Completed. - 


Blaine Talks Guardedly About the Mat- 
ter—War Vessels Now Being Got 
Ready to Enforce the New 
Modas Vivendi,

WasaineTon, April 7.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The President left 
Washington tonight via the Pennsyl- 
vania Railway tor New Church, Va., on 
the Chesapeake, to enjoy a brief re- 
spite from official cares and to do some 
snipe shooting. He expects to return 
to the city by Sarurday evening. The 
President was accompanied by Lieut. 
Parker and George W. Boyd of Phila- 
delphia, the assistant general passen- 
ger agent of the Pennsylvania Road. 

Secretary Blaine said today in re- 
sponse to an inquiry on the subject that 
an agreement had not been finally con- 
cluded with the British government in 
regard to a modus vivendi in Bering Sea, 
pending a settlement by arbitration of 
the jurisdictional rights of the United 
States in those waters. He declined, 
however, tosay anything in regard to 
the condition of the negotiations. The 
departure of the President from the 
city at this time is regarded as specially 
sigifincant in view of the statement at- 
tributed to him that he would not go 
away until the question of a modus vi- 
vendi had been settled one way or the 
other. It is believed that an agreement 
has practically been reached by the 
President and British Minister and that 
the basis of the agreement has been 
communicated to Lord Salisbury for his 
action. As it is not likely that the 
British: Premier will dispose of the” 
matter for several days, the President 
probably thought he could avail himself 
of the interval for a few days’ recre- 
ation. 

The agreement partly concluded is 
said substantially to be the same as the 
modus vivendi of last year, and that ex- 
pires on the 24th prox. 

Active preparations are now being 
made at the Navy and Treasury depart- 
ments for the dispatch of vessels to Ber- 
ing Sea. The vessels to be used in this 
service will be the revenue steamers 
Rush, Bear, Corwin and Albatross, and 
the warships Ranger, Adams and Mohi- 
can, and possibly either the Charleston, 
Baltimore or Yorktown. These ar- 
rangements are being made in anticipa- 
tion of a favorable conclusion of the ne- 


gotiations for a modus vivendi which ' 


will include active:cboperation on the 
part of the British Navy.

Wasuinoeton, April 7.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Senate proceeded 
to the consideration of the bill making 
appropriations for expenses of the gov- 
ernment of the District of Columbia. 
While the bill was under consideration 
Mr. Stewart made a personal explana- 
tion on the subject of an article in yes- 
terday’s New York Evening Post, con- 
taining a list of mortgages made to him 
in Alamo, Cal., whereon there was an 
obligation that payment should be made 
in gold coin. These mortgages, he 
said, resulted from sales of property at 
auction through a firm of,brokers in San 
Francisco.

which was still in force there, and 
under which gold standard had been 
maintained there during the war. 

Mr. Hale hoped the Senator would 
see to it that no such thing should take 
place in the future. 

Mr. Stewart promised to do so, and 
added that he would be glad to be paid 
in any kind of money. He had always 
been opposed to the ‘Pacific contract 
law,’’? which, he thought, had operated 
tothe great detriment of the Pacific 
Coast.

_ ESCAPES THE “PEN.” 


| Ex-Preacher Fleming Will Not 


Wear Stripes. 


His Case Reversed and Remanded by 
the Supreme Court. 


The Evidence Insufficient for the 
Charge of Assault to Rape. 


His Acts Those of the Seducer Rather 
than a Ravisher—Guilty of Battery in 
a Technical Sense—The Law 
of the Case, 


The Supreme Court yesterday. ren- 
dered its decision in the celebrated 
case of the people vs. Samuel J. Flem- 
ing, reversing the judgment and order 
of the lower court, and remanding the 
cause. Fleming was formerly a Meth- 
odist preacher, and was at One time at 
the head of the Chautauqua Associa- 
tion. He figurgd in a number of more 
or less discreditable transactions in 
which his actions showed that he was 
wholly unfitted for the position he oc- 
cupied, and his conduct was finally 
officially investigated at a church trial, 
In this contest Fleming secured a sort 
of ‘‘scratch verdict,’’ and he then in- 
stituted suit against his fellow-church- 
men who had been pushing the charges 
against him for $50,000 damages for 
defamation of character. This suit was 
pending when Fleming was arrested on 
a charge of assault to commit rape, the 
complaining witness being a Swedish 
girl named Anna Peterson, a domestic 
in Fleming’s employ. The case was a 
scandalous one, and Fleming’s wife at 
once instituted suit for divorce. It 
then came out that Fleming’s home life 
had not been such as might have been 
expected from a minister, and there 
were disclosures that turned the tide of 
public opinion all against the smooth 
ex-preacher. The examinationand trial 
The girl told 
her story in a plain, straightforward 
way that left no room for doubt that 
Fleming, while under the influence of 
wine, one night entered. her room, 
where she was sitting up with his sick 


child, his wife being absent at the time, 
took improper liberties with her, and 
attempted by persuasion and otherwise 
to induce the girl to submit to his de- 
sires. 
up as a defense that the poor, ignorant 
girl, like Potiphar’s wife of old, had at- 
tempted to seduce him, and he, like vir- 
tuous Joseph, being proof against her 
wiles, she had made up this foul story to 
ruin him. The absurdity of this plea 
wasso manifest and the jury was so }|_ 
disgusted with the defendant’s action in 
thus trying to shield himself even at the 
expense of the reputation of the woman, 
who had preserved her virtue against 
his assault, that a verdict of guilty was 


Fleming, on the other hand, set 


promptly returned, and Fleming was 


sentenced to three years in San Quen- 
tin by Judge Smith. From this decision 
an appeal was taken to the Supreme 
Court, which passed upon the case yes- 


terday in the following opinion: 


THE OPINION. 
The defendant was convicted of an assault 
with intent to commit rape, and now ap- 
peals from the judgment and orderdenying 
his motion foranewtrial. The prosecuting 
witness was aservant girl of the age of 24 
years, doing the housework for defendant 
and his family. ° 
~ The errors of law relied upon by counsel 
for a reversal of the judgment are not well 
taken, and the only question remaining is 
whether or not the evidence is sufficient to 
support the verdict of the jury. 

The events which occurred at the time 
the alleged assault was committed, ag de- 
picted by the prosecuting witness and the 
defendant are directly contradictory in all 
essentials, aid under those circumstances 
the finaing of the, jury to the extent that it 
involved the veracity.of these two parties 
wili not be disturbed. The testimony as 
disclosed by the record upon all salient 
matters pertaining to the commission of 
the offense consists of the evidence of the 
prosecuting vitness alone; still, if ber evi- 
dence was sufficient to prove the crime and 
the jury gavecredence to it, the verdict 
should be upheld. (People vs. Mayes, 66 
Cal., 597.) 

After a careful examination of the evi- 
dence of the prosecuting witness, conced- 
ing it to be true in all particulars, we con. 
clude that it does not establish a prima 
facie case of the crime of assault with in- 
tent to commit rape. 

Section 261 of the Penal Code reads: 
“Rape is an act of sexual intercourse, ac- 
complished with a female, not the wife of 
the perpetrator, under either of the follow- 
ing circumstances: (3,) Where she resists 
but her resistance is overcome by force or 
violence.”” In Russeli on Crimes (vol. 1, p. 
692,) the author quotes with approval the 
principle laid down in Rex vs. Lloyd (7 C. 
and P. 318,) wherein it was held: “In 
order to find the prisoner guilty of an 
assault with intent to commit rape you 
(the jury) must be satisfied that the pris- 
oner, when he had hold of the prosecutrix, 
not only desired to gratify his passions 
upon her person, but that he intended to do 
s0 at allevents, and notwithstanding any 
resistance on her part.’’ In the case of the 
State vs. Hagerman (47 Iowa, 152) the 
Court said: ‘The assault must have been 
made with the intent to commit a cape, 
notwithstanding all possible resistance 
that cquid be made, The intent must have 
been to perpetrate the crime at all events, 
regardless of what the prosecutrix might 
or could do to prevent it.’’ This principle 
of law is supported by the great weight of 
authority and cannot be questioned. It 
would subserve no good purpose here to re. 
cite the evidence of the prosecutrix as to 
the resyestw of the accusation. By her tes- 
timony it is apparent that defendant de. 
sired to have sexual intercourse with her, 
and that he committed either an assault or 
battery upon her of a technical character 

at least, while engagedin his solicitations 
and blandishments, but these things may 
all be true and be entirely foreign to any 
intention on his part to commit the crime 
of rape by the use of force to the extent of 
overcoming all resistance she might offer. 

In the case of the Commonwealth vs. Mer- 
ril (14 Gray 415,) the facts were very sim-. 
llarto the facts adduced by this record, 
and the Court reversed the judgment upon 
the weaknegs of the evidence and ordered a 
new trial. Inthat case the Court said: 
‘“Wethink itentirely clear that the evi- 
dence. at the trial of this case fell far short 
of proving any intent by the prisoner to 
have carnal knowledge ofthe prosecutrix 
by force and against her will. .There was 
ample proof of gross indecency and lewd- 
ness, and of an attempt by long continued 
and urgent solicitations and inducements 


|tolead the prosecutrix to consent to the 


wish of the prisoner to have sexual _inter- 
course with her. These facts would have 
been sufficient to warrant a jury in finding 
the prisoner guilty of anassault. 
It is, therefore, neccssary that the acts and 
conduct of the prisoner should be shown to 
be such thatthere canbe no reasonable 
doubt as to the criminalintent. If the acts 
and conduct are equivocal or equally con- 
sistent with the absence of the felonious in- 
tent chargedin the indictment, then it is 
clear that they are insufficient to warrant a 
verdict of guilty.”’ 

As was said in Pefferling vs. State (40 
Tex., 493,) *Thereis a manifest distinc- 
tion between an assault to commit a rape 
and an assault with intent to have an im- 
proper connection, Any such violent or in- 
decent familiarity with the person of a fe- 


| male against her will, where the latter is 


the extent of the purpose and intent _of the 
aggressortis an aggravated assault, and 
should be punished as such.’’ This princi. 
ple was also approved in the late case of 
People vs. Machego (60 806.) 
Upon an examination of the record in the 
case of People vs. Brown (47 Cal., 447,) we 
find more evidence to support the verdict 
than in the’ present case, yet the Oourt 
said: “The evidence falls wholly short of 
establishing the crime charged upon the 
defendant.” 


In the light of the evidence before us we 


think the cogduct of the defendant 
did not indicate that settled pur. 
pose to use whatever force was ne. 
cessary upon the prosecutrix to accom. 
plish the consummation of his desires; 
and that is the test the law demands in or- 
der that his guilt should be adjudged. It 
can hardly be said that the defendant used 
force to any degree, and from all the cir- 
cumstances of the affair it would appear 
that physical force was not an element in 
his mind in attempting tocarry out his in- 
tentions. There was no duress upon the 
part of the prosecutrix, no fear of personal 
violence, for there were no threats of vio- 
lence. The defendant sought only to ac- 
complish his purposes by promises, persua- 
sions andarguments. Theintenttocommit 
the rape is the vital element in the case. 
A cape was not accomplished, hence the 
intent of the defendant must be determined 
from his acts and conduct. If he had in- 
tended to use force in carrying out his pur- 
pose, why was it not done? Why was not 
the crime of rape committed? It is con- 
ceded the woman was not possessed of a 
suMcient’ power ot resistance, if he had used 
physical force. The law says there is no 
intent to commit rape unless a defendant 
is resolved to use all the force neces- 
sary to carry out his designs. He 
could have carried ott his designs 
by using force, but at the very mo- 
ment when his success was assured, when 
according to her statement, she was ex- 
hausted and her refusals and opposition to 
his desires had ceased, at that moment he 
voluntarily left her bed and retired to an 
adjoining room, where he passed the re- 
mainder of the night. His departure was 
no flight for there was no alarm; there was 
no danger of discovery ; and the conduct of 
the defendant at this time was entirely in- 
consistent with that of the would-be rav- 
isher. The acts and conduct of the defen- 
dant were not only equivocal and consistent, 
with the absence of a felonious intent to 
commit a rape, but the evidence prepon- 
derates to the effect that the accused de- 
pended for success in the accomplishment 
of his design upon the solicitations and 
blandishments of the seducer rather than 
upon the physical force necessary to con- 
stitute the crime here charged. (See State 
vs. Canada.) (68 Ia., 397,) People vs. 
Royal, (53 Cal., 62.)

THE PEOPLE'S PARTY. 


Convention Held Yesterday—Delegates to 
State Convention Appointed. 

Yesterday morning at 10:30 o’clock 
the People’s party met in convention 
in Illinois Hall. There were between 
fifty and sixty delegates present includ- 
quite a number of ladies. W. C. Bow- 
man, chairman of the County Central 
Committee called the convention to 
order and stated its object to be to se- 


lect a central committee, and delegates | 


to the State convention. 

E, M. Hamilton was’ chosen tempo- 
rary chairman and E. Ryan temporary 
secretary. 

The Committee on Credentials was 
appointed as follows: Messrs. Wardell, 
Dr. Peebles, Wolf, Gardner, Greenough, 
Waldron, Mrs. Nye of Monrovia, Mes- 
srs. Batcheller, Shields and Col. At- 
water. 

After a lengthy recess the Credential 
Committee reported the list of dele- 
gates present, seventy-four in all, from 
the Farmer’s Alliance, Citizen’s Alli- 
ance, Knights of Labor, the Woman’s 
Suffrage Association and Veterans’ 
Alliance. ~ The report was adopted. 

Gen. Shields of La Crescenta was 
chosen permanent chairman and E. M. 
Hamilton was elected vice-president. 

Mrs. M. J. Berra was elected secre- 
tary and A. Vinette assistant. 

The following committee was a 
pointed to arrange for the evening’s 
entertainment: B. W. Batcheller, Mrs. 


'M. W. Alex, Dr. H. P. Peebles. 


Messrs. . Wardell, ‘Hamilton and 
Greenough were appointed Committee 
on Order of Business. 

Great confusion arose on the matter 
of resolutions, scme holding this the 
most important feature of the conven- 
tion, and others that all that was neces- 
sary was to indorse State and national 
platforms. One delegate moved to 
adopt the national platform of the St. 
Louis convention of February 22. A 
lady delegate said the St. Louis plat- 


form was. not the People’s party, and. 


was corroborated by several others. 
The motion was adopted by a large ma- 
jority, but the ladies nearly all voted 
against it. 

After another prolonged wrangle it 
was finally decided to appoint a Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, and the following 
were selected: Messrs. Peebles, Gard- 
ner, Hutchinson, Bowman and Green- 
ough. 

A recess was then taken until 2 
o’clock p.m., when the convention re- 
convened, and the question as to 
whether there is danger@f the Alliance 
joining hands with the Democratic 
party in this county arose. George 
Gardner rose and,in an authoritative 
tone of voice said: 

Nothing init. You can give the lie to 
that report on thestart. The four great 
principles in which the Citizens’ Alliance 
stands are opposition to foreign syndicate 
ownership of land, favering adjustment of 
labor troubles by arbitration, free and un- 
limited coinage of silver, Government 
ownership and operation of transportation 
facilities. We also favor city.ownership of 
watemanad light, and any one who can stand 
on their principies, no matter of what old 
political affiliation, is eligible to member- 
shi 

The Citizens’ Alliance may be considered 
a daughter of the Farmers’ Alliance, but it 
started as a political body, while the Farm- 
ers’ did ng, but simplv as an educating 
medium d to get what they could from 
transportation companies by organized 
effort. 

Therefore it becomes necessary for the 
farmers now to organize politically as the 
Peoples’ party. We favor the sub-treasury 
plan oranything better. If Judge Widney 
has a better plan we are ready to adopt it. 
We believe in getting where we can all pull 
together, and by explaining this at a meet- 
ing of the Painters’ Union the other night 
we captured that organization and organ- 
ized the Third Ward Alliance. All troubles 
can be settled by talking rationally and the 
polls is the great birthright of the Ameri- 
can citizen to get redress. We are against 
strikes and boycotts and invite a free dis- 
cussion at our meetings. After these dis- 
cussions private meetings are held, which 
are secret only so far as necessary to keep 
out persons intending to do us harm, and 
to prevent the slick politicians from scoop- 
ingus out.

THE TEACHERS. 


Closing Sessions of the County Institute— 
Prof, Pelton’s Case. 

The County Teachers’ Institute closed 
yesterday afternoon after a four days’ 
session, and the 250 teachers have re- 
turned to their work in various parts of 
the county. By popular vote it was de- 
termined to establish a regular County 
Teachers’ Association, to meet once a 
month'in this city. Leroy D, Brown of 
Santa Monica was elected president, 
Miss Mattie A. Reed of Pomona vice- 
president, and Miss Florence A. Dun- 
ham of; this city sécretary. The asso- 
ciation will meet the second Saturday 
in each month, except during July Au- 
gust and September. 

Especial resolutions of thanks to Miss 
Gleason,; the Elmira (N. Y.) school- 
teacher, who has given the Las Cacitas 
Sanatarium asa rendezvous for sick 
and worn-out teachers, were passed. 
The pathetic case of Prof. John C. Pel- 
ton, notice of which was given in last 
Tuesday's Times, was brought before the 
institute yesterday afternoon by Super- 
intendent Seamans and Mr. Foshay, 
president of the County Board of Educa- 
tion. Mr. Pelton is about to publish a 
book and the teachers were asked to sub- 
scribe for this little volume. The re- 
sponse was prompt, and between $40 
$50 wagsoon heaped upon the table 
where subscriptions were received. It 
is“ in just such cases as this thata 
teacher’s pension is needed. Prof. Pel- 
ton gave the best vears of his life in es- 
tablishing a school system in California, 
was the first County Superintendent of 
the San Francisco schools, organized 
the first State Reform School at Marys- 
ville and was continuously connécted 
with the educational departments of 
San Francisco and the State for twenty- 
five years. A severe shock of paralysis 
deprived him of his faculties for several 
years, and although now in full posses- 
sion of his speech he is quitedeaf. The 
State owes Prof. Pelton a debt which it 
should recognize. Itis nota case for 
charity, but demands just compensation 
for work performed when the educa- 
tional interests of California were in 
their infancy, and itis largely to the 
efforts of Prof. Pelton that she owes her 
present splendid school system. 

But a few of the teachers but have 

found their way at some time during 
the institute to the.two rooms on the 

first floor of the builditg, where are ex- 

hibited specimens of drawing done by. 
the pupils of our city schools, under the 

direction of Mrs. C. P. Bradfield, super- 
intendent of drawing. Mrs. Bradfield 

has won the just title of leader in this 

branch of educational training on the 

Coast. Her drawing blanks are adopted 

by nearly all the schools in the State 

and her pupils‘are admitted to Wellesley 

College’ without examination. The 

drawings exhibited are worth half a 

day’s study, beginning with the work 

of the first grade, little children of 6 

years old, and passing through the suc- 

High scnool, 

which is literally a school of design in 

this particular—designs for tiles, ceil- 

ings, inlaid floors, friezes, frames, 

plate and menu cards, which would be 

hard to surpass by artists of exceptional 

merit. The children draw wholly from 

objects and never from pictures. 
long, low table was heaped with kinder- 
garten boxes, cubes, pyramids, cones 
and every geometrical figure imagin- 
able, done in manilla paper by the little 
folks. Fruit and vegetables, done in 
clay and colored true to nature by the 
first grade little ones, show good 
progress in modeling. 

Here were also exhibited specimens 
of penmanship written by the pupils 
under the training of Prof. L. B. Law- 
son, who has the 10,000, more or less, 
children of the city schools in his 
charge.
